Do  houses  of  any  class  were  orocted,  dhder  thr  new  housing 
requirements  many  oottages  should  either  be  condemned  or 
considerably  ronovatod.  These  matters  y#u  oan  quite  understand 
have  boon  left  in  abeyance  during  the  war. 


Bakehouses,  Dairies  and  Workshops  have  all  been  kept  in 
good  order*  There  are  considerably  more  small  Oowkeopcrs  so  that 
the  obtaining  of  milk  for  Infant  life  has  been  fairly  easily 
accessible . 


Ycrur  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  quitcequal  to  meet  all 
demands  :nade  upon  it. 

For  a  oondiderable  part  of  khyk  the  year  a  portion  of  the 
Workhouse  was  used  as  a  lodging  house  for  a  batch  of  German 
-prisoners  of  War , 

Together  with  the  Inspector  of  Uui.Ga.nccs  I  have  ma.de 
systeioatio  Ind  surprise  visits,  never  finding  anything  seriously 
defective. 


I  have  ma.de  this  report  brief  according  to  instructions 
rocoived  from  headquarters,  but  now  the  War  i.s  over  we  shall  ha 
soon  be  called  upon  for  more  details*  In  my  opinion  our  first 
important  question  will  be  Housing  for  the  VTork:ing  classesa^nd: 
and  this  shokld  also  entain  providing  of  Baths,  To  me  this  seems 
. impossible  in  individual  cottages  but  the  scheme  should  bo 
'carried  out  by  the  providing  ofnboth  Hot  and  Gold  Water  Baths 
together  with  Wash  houses  in  each  Parish  or  Hamlet ,
